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Claims 4-7 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely 
traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on November 1, 2007. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by either one of Kang 
et al (Cancer Res. 61: 2847 (2001)) or Toyota et al (Cancer Res. 59: 5438 (1999)). Kang et al teaches a 
correlation between pl6 CpG island methylation and gastric carcinoma {e.g., see the Abstract, Figure 2, 
and pages 2849-2850). Kang et al teaches the use of MSP PCR for the analysis of methylation (see Table 
1 and the text on page 2848). Since the primers used by Kang et al contain the nucleotides A, G, and T, 
they meet all of the limitations of the primers in claim 3. Toyota et al teaches a correlation between pl6 
CpG island methylation and gastric carcinoma {e.g., see the Abstract, and the Discussion section on page 
5441). Toyota et al teaches MSP and Bisulfite-PCR (see the section bridging pages 5438-5439) using the 
primers of Herman et al (Proc. Natl. Acad. Sci. USA. 93: 9821 (1996)). Herman et al is reference 23 cited 
in Toyota et al and is cited here only to show that these primers contain the nucleotides A, G, and T and 
thus meet all of the limitations of claim 3. Thus, the methods of either one of Kang et al or Toyota et al 
anticipate the claimed methods.
